There is an 
apparent contradiction between the 
hope of new sayings and the increases 
in the taxation of incomes from which 
savings must come—but the new 
taxation of the smaller mcomes will not 
begin to operate until next January. 
Throughout the current financial year 
people will find fewer goods available 
in the shops than there were last year, 
and there should be a considerable in- 
crease. in gross incomes, resulting, 
inter alia, from the larger employment 
of women in war work. 

It is, of course, deeply to be re- 
gretted that taxation should have to 
weigh so heavily on people of modest 
means, particularly on the family man, 
who, though the already low allowances 
for children remain unaltered, will be 
hard hit by the reduction in other 
allowances.

penditure during the first year of war, and 
£3,190,000,000, which would have been the 
cost of the second year on the basis of 
the last six months. Sir Kingsley Wood 
reckons that the revenue from taxation on 
the existing basis would be £1,636,000,000, 
and that the people’s savings, and other 
forms of revenue, would amount to 
£1.600,000,000—making a total revenue of 
about £3,236,000,000. His task therefore, 
has been to bridge a gap of approximately 
£500,000,000 during the new financial 
year. He has reason to believe that savings 
and the like will provide about 
£< 300,000,000 - and the remainder—some- 
thing over £2,500,000,000—must be found 
out of new taxation. The victims will be 
the payers of income-tax. A glance at our 
news columns will give an idea of how 
they will be affected from the richest to 
the poorest. In the first place, nobody 
who earns more than £110 a year will be 
exempt In the second place, the '' earned 
income allowance,’ at present amounting 
to one-sixth of a man’s income up to 4 
certain figure, will be reduced to one- 
tenth, while the “ personal allowance” 
will be lowered from £100 to £80 in the 
case of a single man, and from £170 to 
£140 in the case of a married man. These 
particular changes will operate most 
severely upon the poor, or comparatively 
poor; but the rich alsp will find their 
money-bags sadly diminished—and there 
still are many rich men in England. 
Between sur-tax and the new rate of 
income-tax, a greater and greater toll will 
be levied accordingly as an income rises, 
until a topmost limit of no less than 
19s. 6d. in the pound is reached. A man 
who nominally is in receipt of £68,000 a 
year will be permitted to retain £5,000. 
The remaining £63,000 will be his com- 
pulsory contribution to the national 
vmergency. : 

These impositions will not be all loss 
to the payer. A certain proportion of 
the new taxes will be regarded as a credit, 
and will be repaid by the British Govern- 
ment when the war is over. Nevertheless, 
the average citizen of the United Kingdom 
must prepare for a period of such financial 
stringency—a euphemistic term!—as he 
never has known before. During the 
Great War of 1914-18 the rate of income- 
tax did not rise beyond 6s. in the pound, 
while the ‘‘allowances’’ were higher, and 
far fewer people were liable; but the 
Great War of 1914-18 was cheap in com- 
parison with the Great War of 1939 
onwards. To some degree, what the tax- 
payer loses on the roundabouts he will 
gain upon the swings; for a substantial 
share of Sir Kingsley Wood 's expenditure 
is being devoted to the maintenance if 
prices at a reasonably low level. Yet the 
fact remains that millions of people who 
were, at.any rate, well-to-do will find 
themselves among the “new poor,” and 
millions of poor people will be pushed 
down to the bare level of subsistence. 


It is the price of war. Half-a-dozen 
bombs, whether they explode harm- 
lessly or with deadly effect to the 


enemy, cost nearly as much as a whole 
campaign in the days of the ancient 
Greeks ; the bill for four modern battle- 
ships would pay the entire expenses of 
this State’s peace-time administration for 
a year. If such demands had been made 
upon the British taxpayer during peace, 
the result probably would be a revolution: 
rich and poor alike would demand a ‘‘ new 
deal’’ of one sort or another. While a 
state of war exists, there will be no 
grumbles ; and there will be no grumbles 
if Sir Kingsley Wood's next Budget 
demands even sterner sacrifices. The 
people of England are well aware that, oí | 
their country is defeated, their money will 
be of no further use to them, and that 
they may as well’ devote every available 
penny of it to the insurance of victory. 
Actually, so far are their resources from 
exhaustion, and so keen remains their 
spirit of sacrifice, that the Chancellor 
confidently expects to obtain more than 
two thousand million pounds in the form 
of loans during the new financial year, 
and urges—admittedly, ‘‘ amidst laughter’ 
—that his impositions shall not mean any 
relaxation of the people’s will to save 
money and to lend it to their Government. 
This is the spirit that makes a nation 
strong. It seems, once again, that war is 
the only condition that can promote a 
real sense of community—of nationhood. 
A similar spirit of sacrifice must be 
manifest here in Ireland if ever, by un- 
happy chance, war comes here, too.

The Martyrdom of Man 


There was a time when war was & 
chivalrous affair—when fighting was re- 
garded as a form of polite exercise for 
-gentlemen ; when no ill-will was borne and 
"no bad blood created. That, we regret to 
say, was a long time ago. There is a 
legend that in the far-off days of the 
Black Prince, or it may have been of 
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 throi the ages; even during the 
Crusades and the Wars of Religion on 
the Continent, which cannot be said 
exactly to have been waged with kid 
gloves, there always was a spirit of noblesse 
oblige among the officers on opposing sides ; 
the mere convention to hand back his 
| sword to a gallant foe when he surrendered 
was symbolical of this spirit. Fighting 
was a trade in those days—an unpleasant 
trade, no doubt, but one in which the 
men on opposite sides felt no personal 
malice against one another. It was not 
until the age of enlightenment dawned, 
until what a Dublin journalist once 
described as “this so-called twentieth 
century,” that war became a really dirty 
business. It has been truly said that the 
last ‘‘ gentleman’s war ” was the American 
Civil War, which, in other respects, was one 
of the bloodiest and most crue] struggles 
of all time. Nowadays war seems to be 
utterly ruthless. No distinction is made 
of age or sex Since the arriva] of the 
bombing aeroplane the baby in its 
suburban cot is exposed to just as much 
danger as the soldier in the front-line 
trench, and pity seems to have deserted 
from the hearts of men. Yet the human 
being essentially is a kindly creature. 
From time to time one comes across 
instances of this comforting fact, which 
proves that the decency of human nature 
can be proof against every attempt to 
regiment it into robot-like, feelingless 
machinery. 

During the last war, while colossal 
armies were attacking each other with 
gas in France, when prisoners were 
being tortured, and harmless civilians 
being massacred, the youngest of all the 
Services—the airmen—displayed a spirit 
that recalled the knightly days. When 
a famous British pilot was killed in 
action. the German Air Force dropped 
a wreath over the British lines; 
and, when Manfred von Richthofen fell, 
the officers of the Royal Flying Corps paid 
a tribute to his momory that could not 
have been exceeded by his own comrades. 
Even in this present war—surely the most 
savage and relentless conflict in the 
history of civilisation—there have been 
examples of the survival of the ancient 
spirit. The brotherhood of the sea 
transcends the horrors of the submarine, 
of the magnetic mine, even of the dive- 
bomber; and it is only fair to say that 
no one nation has a monopoly of it. 
German submarine commanders—men of 
the Niemoeller stamp—often have proved 
that they are seamen first and fighters 
afterwards, and the tradition of the 
British Navy in respect of the saving of 
human life has been mainucsined withdut 
blemish. The most recent case of chivalrous 
behaviour comes from Abyssinia, where a 
spirit has been found that does credit 
to British and Italians alike. On the 
surrender of Addis Ababa, His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Aosta, Commander- 
-in-Chief of the Italian forces, sent a 
personal message to General Cunningham, 
British General Officer Commanding ir 
East Africa, thanking him and General 
Wavell for their concern regarding the 
safety of the Italian women and children 
in the Ethiopian capital. Their attitude, 
said His Roya) Highness, demonstrated 
““the strong bonds of humanity and race 
still existing between the nations.”’ A 
simple little incident of this kind throws 
a ghastly light on the brutalities and 
barbarities of modern warfare. Civilised 
man is being transformed into a savage 
in spite of himself. His innate kindliness 
is being anesthetised into insensibility by 
devilishly clever propaganda, into the 
service of which man’s noblest inventions 
are being pressed. Yet it will survive the 
ordeal; for the human soul is im- 
destructible, and God is not mocked, 


A Word of Warning 


_ Included in our correspondence columns 
yesterday was a letter from the Irish 
Committee of Historical’ Science. This 
letter—to which was appended an im- 
posing list of names—was an appeal to 
the people of Ireland to be careful not to 
destroy any documents of historical 
interest in their attempt to collect waste 
paper. While the signatories of the letter 
realise that the saving of waste paper is, 
no doubt, a vital necessity, they fear—like 
Mr. Frederick W. Ryan, whose appeal on 
the same subject was published in the 
newspapers last week—that some of Ire- 
land’s historical documents may suffer in 
the process. In the past, for one reason 
or another, a large part of Ireland’s public 
records have been destroyed, and for that 
reason the historians treasure every scrap 
of paper which they can find regarding 
the history of Ireland. It is—as the letter 
pointed out—more than likely that many 
documents of historical interest and im- 
portance exist among old family papers, 
among the old, forgotten files in law offices 
and among the early records of old 
business houses, In every parish in Ire- 
land there must be material worth saving, 
and—unless the people are very careful 
about what they destroy—this material 
also will be lost to future historians. Any 
old papers found which look as if they 
might be of some importance should be 
sent to one of the addresses mentioned in 
the letter, where the true value of the 
documents can be assessed. In the normal 
course of events these papers never would 
be destroyed, nor, indeed, even discovered ; 
for it is more in human nature to hoard 
old papers than to destroy them. There is 
a fear! however, in view of the measures 
recently taken to encourage the collection 
of waste paper, that many old papers and 
documents will be collected en masse and 
sent to the official collectors. It is, of 
course, Obvious how foolish such a step 
would be; everybody—particularly people 
living in old houses, or working in business 
firms which have had historical connections

Though there may be some amendment in 
the matter of detail, the Budget as a 
whole is not likely to be greatly changed 
during its progress through Parliament. 


Votes for Absent Members 


Something quite new is to be suggested 
in the House of Commons by Mr. Cecil 
Wilson, who will ask Mr. Churchill if 
he will devise a method whereby members 
may record their votes when they have 
not been present at a debate. Mr. Wilson 
thinks that facilities similar to those 
operating in the case of absent voters at a 
general election should be given to 
members away from the House because of 
work considered by the Government to be 
of national importance. At present there 
is very little sympathy for the idea in 
any part of the House. 


New Tea-brewing Process 


The Eventing Standard to-day states that 
a process discovered by a group of British 
scientists, by which it is claimed that tea- 
leaves can be used a second time is about 
to be put at the disposal of the War 
Office by its inventors, and later the secret 
may also be made available to the public. 
The process is simple, as after the tea 
has been brewed in the ordinary way the 
leaves can be used again by adding to them 
a chemical substance. The effect is to 
extract from the leaves many valuable 
substances which ordinary brewing leaves 
behind, and it is said that the second 
brewing is better than the first, as it has 
better food values and cannot in any way 
be called adulteration. There are certain

Beef Without Bone 


The meat situation in Britain may be 
improved to a considerable extent by tho 
importation of beef boned before ship- 
ment. The first consignments of this 
boned beef are available this week as part 
of the ration being sold by the butchers, 
and shippers, wholesalers, retailers and 
consumers are all likely to benefit by the 
change. Hitherto most of the imported 
beef a been in the form of sides, hind- 
quarters or forequarters containing tho 
bones, and if transported in a chilled state 
ea“! separate hindquarter or forequarter 
has had to be hung by itself, whereas 
under the new system of boning it before 
shipment it may be packed and not hung, 
much valuable shipping space being thus 
saved. Being frozen instead of chilled 
the meat may require a little more atten- 
tion before cooking, but it is expected that

Berry Street 


Berry street, Belfast, I see, has been in 
the news lately through a daring attempt 
to rob a well-known Northern bookmaker’s 
office there. 

A quiet little street leading from Belfast's 
main thoroughfare, Royal avenue, to the 
famous Smithfield Market, Berry street 
once had a big part in Irish political 
history. In it was situated the National 
Club, headquarters of the now defunct 
United Irish League and in a very real 
sense the seat of Wee Joe Devlin’s power. 

“ Berry street,” as the club was known 
to everybody, was something like the 
oficial Downing street to the unofficial 
Government of Ireland under Devlin, 
Dillon, Redmond and their colleagues of 
the old Irish Parliamentary Party. To 
it Devlin was driven—often, indeed, 


carried on the shoulders of his stalwarts— 


every time he topped the poll in the 
closely-contested elections for West Belfast. 
Within it, it was said, Devlin planned 
out the schemes which made him the 
effective force in the organisation of the 
U.LL. 

O’Connell street in Dublin housed the 
nominal head office of the party, but it 
was in Berry street, with its twin wings, 
the U.LL. and A.O.H.. that Devlin held 
the score of the tune to which politicians 
and people all danced. And when the 
‘“duodecimo Demosthenes’’ spoke within 
‘* Berry street’s’’ walls or from its window, 
what he said often had the force of law 
at Westminster as well as in Ireland.

RUMANIA’S PROTEST

Rumania and Bulgaria—their terri- 
tory under Axis control in the German 
march against Greece and Yugoslavia— 
have protested to the Belgrade Govern- 
ment against alleged bombing attacks 
by Yugoslav aircraft on a number of 
towns. An official communiqué issued 
in Bucharest declares that, although 
General Antonescu’s Government “has 
not committed Rumania in any way in 
hostilities with Yugoslavia,’ the Slay 
Air Force bombed the Rumanian towns 
of Dorsova, Arad and ‘Timisoara on 
Sunday. 

The communiqué asserts that three 
people were killed, three injured, and 
some damage done. ‘The announcement 
assures the population that all measures 
for maintaining securtty and order have 
heen taken, and says that ''such grave 
and disloyal actions” can in no way 
upset the conduct of the Rumanian 
Government. 

“That, however, does not mean that 
anyone has the liberty to harm the 
honour and rights of Rumania,’’ the 
statement adds. 


NO BULGARIANS 


FIGHTING 


Alleging raids on Bulgarian territory, 
the Bulgarian News Agency asserts 
that no Bulgarian troops are taking 
part m the military operations between 
Germany and Yugoslavia. Therefore, 
Bulgaria had a right to expect that 
this fact would be sufficiently appreci- 
ated by the Belgrade Government. 

“Yugoslav air forces,” it is alleged, 
‘have carried out actions on Bulgarian 
territory, not against German objec- 
tives, but against open towns and the 
-peaceful Bulgarian populatron.’” 

The Agency quotes a Bulgarian Air 
Force communique stating that Yugo- 
slay bombers attacked the open towns 
of Sofia and Kustendil, 

“ Attacks were carried out at a great 
height against non-military objectives 
in the centre of Kustendil and in the 
western suburbs of Sofia. The casualties 
were seyeral women and children. The 
damage was imsignificant, and steps 
were immediately taken to repair it.

CLAIMS IN ROME 
MESSAGE 

A Rome message claimed that Ger- 
man air formations, co-operating with 
advanced German troops in the Struma 
valley, had made “' particularly effec- 
tive’’ attacks on fortified lines con- 
structed in the mountains on both 
sides of the valley.

Havin 
every modern mechanical weapon o 
war, however, they did not effect a 
passage. 

‘Our men on this German front,” 
he continued, ‘‘ exhibited a morale 
above all praise. They obeyed all 
orders and carried out all strategic 
plans to the letter. They withstood 
heavy artillery fire, destroyed on- 
coming tanks and _ counter-attacked. 
Meanwhile the Greek Air Force and 
anti-aircradt batteries accounted for 
six German aircraft and took some 
airmen prisoners without our own 
aviation in any way suffering damage. 

““On the Western Front, in Albania, 
the Duce’s army was inactive,” he 
concluded. ‘‘Greek patrols penetrated 
their lines and inflicted losses before 
returning to their bases.”’ 

The Greek High Command com- 
muniqué, according to Athens Radio, 
states :— 

“The German attack continues with 
the same violence and is being resisted 
by the small Greek forces. The 
evacuation of Western Thrace is pro- 
ceeding in a regular manner. 

“On the Albanian front a strong 
offensive by the Greeks has resulted 
in the capture of 500 prisoners.” —

Exhibitors who had intended to send 
their animals to the sale at Kilkenny 
or to the sale in Dundalk—which also 
had to be abandoned—will be entitled 
to take them to Mullingar sale. 


DISINFECTION 


The Dublin City Manager (Mr. P. J. 
Hernon) reported to the Dublin Cor, 
poration last night that, by arrange- 
ment with the Department of Agricul- 
ture, 96 infected premises in the city 
had been disinfected since the first out- 
break of foot-and-mouth disease was 
repotted in Dublin on February 19th; 
328 persons who had been in contact 
with infected premises had been dis- 
infected. 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D., called for the 
more complete isolation of infected 
premises, and criticised the present 
system of disinfection. The ana 
which was still spreading, had virtually 
wiped out the dairy herds in the 
vicinity of Dublin, and a very dan- 
gerous situation was being created in 
regard to the city’s milk supplies. In 
February there were about cases in 
the city; last month the number of 
cases in Dublin was 146. 

Not “* per cent. of the milk cattle in 
the vicinity of Dublin remained alive, 
declared Mr. James Larkin, who asked 
for the construction of a new abattoir 
for Dublin. The dressed meat trade, 
he said, could be worth £2,000,000 per 


annum, while the canning industry 
could be developed to an export value 
of between £500,000 to £750,000 per 


annum. 


DEARER CATTLE 


At the meeting of the Advisory Com- 
mittee on cattle-purchasing, held at 
Government Buildings yesterday, it 
was intimated that the price of fat 
cattle will be increased soon. 

It was asked if it had ever been sug- 
gested to the Government that foot- 
and-mouth disease might have been 
spread deliberately, at a meeting of the 

ounty Dublin County Committee of 
Agriculture yesterday. 

The discussion arose out of a letter 
from the Department of Agriculture in 
reply to a request that a deputation 
from the Committee be received to 
discuss the disease. - The Minister asked 
for some indication as to how the steps 
at present being taken to cope with the 
disease were not sufficient. He also 
asked the Committee for any recom- 
mendations they might have in mind 
for improving the present procedure. 

Mr. J. E. Kennedy asked if it had 
ever been suggested to the Government 
that the disease might have been 
spread deliberately. 


ACCIDENTAL 


Mr. Belton, T.D., said that he had 
been informed by the County 
Veterinary Officer that, so far as 
circumstances could prove, the disease 
had been transmitted by personal con- 
tact accidentally. 

Mr. Kennedy said that there was no 
idea how it started originally. The 
possibility of the disease being spread 
deliberately should not be overlooked. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. J. McGrane) 
said that trespassing on farms was 
taking place every day and the Guards 
had other duties so that they could not 
prevent it. 

Mr. Belton said that the Guards had 
no power to prevent trespassing, 
although the Committee had asked the 
Minister to make it a criminal offence. 

A resolution expressing dissatisfac- 
tion with the methods adopted by the 
Minister to deal with the disease was 
adopted. 


THE PRICE OF MEAT 


Fresh meat prices were discussed 
yesterday at Government Buildings 
with Mr. D. Twomey, Secretary of the 
Department of Agriculture. Messrs. 
M. P. Moore (chairman), J. Hannon 
and K. Byrne represented the Dublin 
Victuallers’ Association, and members 
of the Meat Supply Emergency Com- 
mittee were also present. 

On behalf of the Association it was 
stated that serious dissatisfaction pre- 
vailed in the trade, owing to the addi- 
tional burdens of increased prices and 
the reduction in the purchasing capa- 
city of their customers. Any proposal 
to advance existing prices to the trade 
would be strongly opposed. : 

Mr Moore indicated that at the 
moment, owing to the ruling charges 
for meat and the erroneous idea of 
many consumers as to the quality of 
the meat on sale, there had been a 
decline in the consumption of beef and 
mutton since the outbreak of the dis- 
ease. Victuallers, he said, would find 
it impossibl# to pass on any additional 
charges.

ESTIMATED EXPENDITURE 


Sir Kingsley Wood said that the 
estimate of total expenditure which he 
would put forward at this juncture 
would exclude the values of supplies 
to be received under the Lease-and- 
Lend Act, and also yments to be 
made in the United States under 
existing orders there. He could not 
to-day give an estimate of the value 
of the supplies to be received from the 
United States in the coming year. The 
amount ot payments in the United 
States under existing orders would, be- 
fore the end of the financial year, be 
far beyond the figure of £5,000,000,000 
which he had seen mentioned. 

With the exclusion of items which 
he had mentioned, he proposed to 
assume for this Budget that the vote 
of credit expenditure during the year 
would amount to £3,500,000,000. The 
estimate was on the assumption that 
there would be no further increase in 
domestic costs. 

He had come to the conclusion that 
the figure tor domestic expenditure for 
the current year should be put at about 
£3,700,000,000, as compared with a cor- 
responding figure of £2,055,000,000 for 
such expenditure in the first year of 
the war, and an annual rate of 
£3,190,000,000 in the first half of the 


second year of the war. 


YIELD OF TAXES 


On the basis of the existing rate of 

tax he assumed that the yield of in- 
come tax would be £605,000,000 in the 
current year, an increase of £81,000,000 
over the past year. 
_ The increas 
in last year should result in a full year 
in an increase in sur-tax payable this 
year of £80,000,000. Assessment and 
collection of excess profits tax at the 
100 per cent. rate were now in: full 
operation, and he estimated a yield, 
together with the national defence con- 
tribution, of £210,000,000. 

The total estimated revenue for 
1941 on the existing basis was 
£1,656,000,000—he had not included 
contributions and premiums payable 
under the War Damage Act. he pro- 
posed for this year that out of the 
pene from this source an amount 
equal to the expenditure on war 
damage during the year should be 
taken in as revenue. 

He proposed to renew for a further 
four years the £4 a cwt. duty on 
hops. 

The medicine stamp duty would be 
repealed, and legislation would be in- 
troduced to maintain a fair balance 
between the interests of pharmacists 
and those of other vendors. The 
repeal, which would come into opera- 
tion from September 2, would cost 
£640,000 this year and £840,000 in a 
full year. 


CHANGES IN INCOME 


TAX 


Dealing with proposed income tax 
changes, Sir Kingsley said that he 
proposed to modify the present system 
under which farmers are taxed under 
Schedule B, and to place individual 
farmers, whose land exceeds £300 of 
annual rental, under Schedule D for 
assessment like traders generally, by 
reference to their actual profits. 

He proposed for the purposes of in- 
come tax and national defence con- 
tributions to provide a similar allow- 
ance to that provided for the purposes 
of Excess Profits Tax, in respect of 
losses incutred in providing additional 
building plant and machinery for the 
war effort. 

He proposed to continue the relief 
granted in 1939 to individuals whose 
earned incomes have been substantially 
reduced by war conditions. 

Another amendment of taxation law 
which he proposed to make was a pro- 
vision that no reduction should be 
allowed in the computation of profits 
for taxation purposes in respect of any 
payments made by a trading concern 
by way of insurance, or otherwise, in 
respect of the death or injury of em- 
ployés from enemy action. 


EXCESS PROFITS 


He also proposed to adjust the taxa- 
tion law to meet the cases of businesses 
coming undér: the Government scheme 
for the concentration of production. 
These would generally be directed to: 
relieving the nucleus concerns from any, 
liability to tax in respect of any rt of | 
profits which might be paid to the dis- 
placed concerns, but it was necessary 
also to provide that the displaced con- 
cerns would be chargeable on the profit 
arising.

The individual citizen 
will have to pay the tax in full, but 
nart of the extra tax, while complying 
with vital war-trme necessities, will 
constitute some provision for post-war 
difficulties. 


EXAMPLES 


A single man earning 45s. a week 
would pay 2s. a week income tax, the 
whole of which would be treated as 
post-war credit. A married man with 
two children and an earned income of 
£250 a year paid £5 8s. 4d. last year, 
and would pay £24 7s. 6d. under the 
present proposals. The increase of 
approximately £19 6s. 8d. would be 
credited to him after the war. 

A man who earned £7,000 paid 
£600 tax last year, and under the 
present proposals would pay £776, and 
of the increase £65 would be treated 
as a credit. The maximum amount 
which, under these proposals, could be 
treated as a credit would be £65.

tities in. sewage works, as a mh 
fuel were discussed by Mr. W. 
Cronin, B.E., in a paper dealing with 
the development of the nation’s fuel 
resources before the Dublin Rotary 
Club yesterday. 

Mr. Cronin said that the Dublin 
sewage works could produce about 
500,000 cubic feet per day, which could 
be colleeted by installing a suitable 
digester plant, liquidated and eóon- 
verted into motor methane. 

Mr. Cronin spoke of the country’s 
other fuel resources, and suggested 
they should be nationalised if they 
were to be developed. The difficulties 
that retarded the development of their 
mines were the same as fifty years 
ago—lack of transport facilities and 
modern machinery for mining and pre- 
paring the coal for market. The rail- 
Ways were never desigried to suit the 
country & mineral resources. In. re- 
gard to turf, while the harvesting of 
peat and the design of turf-making 
machinety had been brought to a high 
degree of efficiency, the biggest pro- 
blem was that of labour. Tí the har- 
vesting of peat could he coupled with, 
Say. the harvesting of beet. the two 
could supplement one another. and the 
result would help towards the estab- 
lishment of a thriving. contented com- 
munity. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to the 
speakers Mr. M. W. O'Reilly said 
that the best producer gas was that 
made. from peat charcoal. 

Mr. H. Aviward said that formerly 
poor people could obtain as much turf

tremely cultured race). 

In to-dav s issue vfthe /rish Times 
we have an admirable letter from Mr. 
O'Leary Curtis, which, I Would 
suggest, should be learnt by heart by 
all aspiring art critics. If the little 
storm in a tea-cup produced by Mr. 
Kavanagh and me &. produced nothing 
else, it has been amply rewarded. 

I must say that some of the other 
letters that have appeared on this 
subject have been an eye-opener to 
one who supposed that, however diffi- 
cult it is to write or paint, it was at 
least a fairly easy thing to be able 
to read. When 1 wrote: ''J do not 
deny that occasionally a writer has 
been. found who can appreciate a pic-

“WHO IS TO BLAME 2'' 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sir,—I am desired by the Minister 
for Supplies to refer to the letter from 
Dr. T. F. O'Higgins, T.D., which was 
published in your paper to-day with 
reference to tea. Dr. O'Higgins quotes 
the Minister as follows :— 

“It was true that last July, when 
faced with the danger of invasion, he 
advised the storage of certain com- | 
modities by merchants and the 
public He advised them to buy 
flour. There was no specific reference 
to tea.” 

The following are the Minister's 
remarks, as reported in a proof copy of 
the Dáil debates, which has reached 
me :— 

‘It is quite true that, last July, 
when this country was facing a 
danger of invasion, and it was desired 
that stores of goods should be moved 
as rapidly as possible into isolated 
districts, J advised not only whole- 
salers and retailers, but also house- 
holders generally, to buy in more than 
they usually bought of specified 
classes of goods, among which were 
specified flour and sugar. There was 
no special reference, however, to tea. 
I have looked up my remarks on that 
oceasion, and what, in fact, I stated 
was, that there was not the same 
concern about tea as in regard to 
other commodities, because the stock 
of tea held by traders was normally 
enough to supply the needs of country 
districts for a long period.’’—Yours,

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MR. ALEXANDER NESBITT 


The death has occurred at his resi- 
dence at Breftin, Dalkey, County Dub- 
lin, of Mr, Alexander Nesbitt. Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors of 
Messrs. Arnott and Co., Ltd:. Dublin, 
in 


his 89th year. 

A life-long association with the 
drapery trade in Dublin earned for 
Mr. Nesbitt the highest measure of 


esteem and goodwill in city business 
circles, and he was known and ad- 
mired for qualities both of heart and 
mind. Born in Randalstown, County 
Antrim, in 1853, he was the son of 
the late Mr. William Nesbitt, 
Randalstown, At the age of 14 he 
came to Dublin to learn the drapery 


trade, and was apprenticed to Messrs. 


Arnott in 1867. His career thereafter 
provided an’ outstanding example of 
hard-won success. He devoted all his 
energies f5 the atlvancement of his 
knowledge, his work and the welfare 
of the firm, and with. the aid of a 
progressive outlook in which considera- 
tion for others was one of the 
dominant traits, he rose from the 
lowest to the highest position possible 
to attain in his sphere of activity. In 
1903 he became a director of the firm, 
and in 1909 he crowned a life’s work 
with his election as Chairman of the 
Bourd of Directors. In the period 
during which he was managing direc- 
tor of Mesers. Arnott’s, the financial 
strengtl: of the company was con- 
siderably increased, and although he 
retired from actiye participation in 
its affairs in 1926, he continued to 


take as Chairman a keen interest in 
the welfare of the firm and its em- 
ployés. 


He had a rich store of experience 
to draw from, and his word-pictures 
of the social conditions which ob- 
tained if the drapery trade in Dublin 
in his early days always were drawn 
in a manner which compelled interest. 
He experienced, in a direct way, most 
of its abuses, and the kindness and 
consideration which marked his rela- 
tions with his employés probably were 
to some extent the result of his own 
experiences as an apprentice. In March 
last he set a new lead in advanced 
social conditions in the trade when he 
announced the institution of a scheme 
of pensions for the drapery workers 
employed by his firm, and expressed 
the hope that eventually the staff 
would share directly in the prosperity 
of the business. - 

Mr. Nesbitt’s interest in the drapery 
trade and its workers was ualled 
only by sympathy for the sick and 
indigent and by his enthusiasm for 
the development of hospitalisation. 
For many years he was a member of 
the board of the Richmond Hospital, 
and he was a Life Governor of the 
Royal Hospital for Incurables, Donny-

In 1881 Mr. Nesbitt married Eliza- 
beth George, of Belfast, and he leaves 
five sons, one of whom, Mr. William 
Nesbitt, is Managing Director of 
Messrs. Arnott and Co., Ltd.
